dious Courſe of Expectation, his evil Genius ſhould.

At ſuch a Criſis to let flip ſuch an un- 
guarded Expreſſion, was an Error not to be for- 
given; when Phillis, now no longer diffident or cruel,

hitherto had been out of her Reach. 


How unjuſt ſoever it may appear, that the whole 
Sex ſhould bear the Odium of what none but the 


contemptible Object of her Amuſement would be 
guilty of it, anſwered her End, in equipping her 
with perpetual Topicks of Satyr, and by that Means 
inducing a ſtrong Probability, that it was owing to 
the Nicety of her Taſte, rather than to the Neglect 
of her Cotemporaries, that ſhe had not been cele- 
brated as the Object of ſome ſincere and devout Paſ- 
fion. 

Thus fell the unhappy Philander, a Sacrifice to the 
Revenge of the neglected UVrganda; and happy for 
the reſt of his Sex, if ſo mean and worthleſs an Ex 
piation will ſuffice ; hereafter ſhe may in Rage be 
prompted to exerciſe her Invention on an Object 
more worthy, eſpecially if encouraged by the Ap- 
pPlauſe ſne expects to meet with in this Specimen of 
her 
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her Abilities that Way; ; whichif denied her, ſhe has 
Dexterity enough to impute it to a Peſign of prevent- 
ing any further ill Conſequences that may attend ſuch 
a Gratification of her Spleen, rather than on any Terms 
to ſuſpect it poſſible, that this Performance of her's 
ſhould not be tacitly (at leaſt) appoved of and admired. 
I vould be abſurd to make any affected Apology 
for this long and (perhaps) tedious Detail of trivial 
and minute Circumſtances, after the Author's Appro- 
bation of the Performance has been ſo frequently ex- 
preſs d in the Proſecution of it. If it does not meet 
with the ſame Applauſe in the Peruſal, as it has done 
(by her) in the Compoſition, *twill be readily 
acknowledged to be the Effect of the Reader's nicer 
Taſte and better Judgment; in Caſe he does not ap- 
prove of the Turn juſt now given for his Diſlike, 
being owing to his Fear of inſtigating her to expoſe 
any more the Foibleſſes of his Sex. 

Thus prepared to endure the moſt ſevere Cenfure 
let it be either real or pretended, ſhe concludes, with a 
firm Reſolution to bear with equal Unconcern and 
Indifference, what-ever Reception her Performance 
may meet with, either from the prejudiced or im- 
partial Peruſers of it. 
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
